No Open Season on Partridge this 
Fall 


State House, Boston, October 5th — 
For the first time in its history, the 
Board of Commissioners on Fisheries 
and Game has prohibited the killing of 
partridge. Each year an open season 
on the bird has been allowed hunters, 
but this autumn the privilege has been 
withdrawn in order to save it from ex- 
tinction. én: 


“There are fewer of the birds in the 
state this fall than ever before in my 
recollection,” said Orrin C. Bourne, 
chief deputy of the Board, ‘‘due largely 
to the fact that the last breeding season 
was the worst we have ever known.” 


This statement he explained by say- 
ing that the wet weather of last spring 
and early summer brought about the 
death of hundreds of fledglings, with 
the result that only the older birds now 
remain. These are needed for breed- 
ing purposes. 

Usually it has been the practice of 
the Board to shorten the hunting 
season on any particular kind of game 
when it is found that a shortage is 
threatened. This has always resulted 
in bringing the speci@S back to its pro- 
per numerical strength. In the case of 
the partridge this season, however, it 
was determined that a flat prohibition 
should be put into effect because of the 
extraordinary scarcity of the birds. 


_A fine of twenty dollars has been 
attached to conviction of any violator of 
the fish and game law as it. applies to 
the bird. Already the deputies of the 
Board are getting busy in apprehending 
those who disregard the prohibitiorades 
is instanced by the imposition of fines of 
twenty dollars and fifteen dollars re- 
spectively for the killing of a bird and 
hunting without a license upon a resi- 
dent of Randolph who sought to evade 
the law. 

Deputies of the Board in all parts of 
the state have been notified to keep a 
sharp lookout for violators, while citi- 
zens are requested to report any illegal 
hunting either to the offices of the 
Board in the State House or to the local 
deputies. 

The partridge is the most popular 
of any bird hunted in the state. It is 
the objective of all the men fond of 
the hunting sport because of the dif- 
ficulty encountered in bagging. ‘This 
is the chief reason why hunters like to 
go after the bird,” said Mr. Bourne. 
“It’s hard-to-get and co. prized accord- 
ingly. However, the boys will have to 
content themselves with the other 
sorts of birds for one season, at least, 
and give us an opportunity of stocking 
up on the partridge again.”

union was preserved could foresee what 
democracy would mean at this present 
time and the leaders.of less than twenty- 
five years ago did not. expect to see 
democracy expand and broaden as it 
has dong in these present times. 
Democracy was successful only as 
the individual did his full share in 
assuming the responsibilities of govern- 
ment. Men were eager to fight for 
democracy and the plaudits of the 
nation were bestowed on the soldiers 
who had returned from. overseas risking 
their lives to make the world a better 


place to live in. Yet men were unwilling 
| to assume their share of the govern- 
ment and neglected the simple duties 
of voting, which was more than duty — 
it was a sacred privilege. When men of 
intellect and understanding gave the 
anxious, serious thought to the great 
)problems of government which could 
only be solved by the individual thinker, 
then would democracy reach its highest 
standard. 

The basic principles of the Consti- 
tution had not been changed, but there 
had been amendments made to meet the 
times. The Constitution of Massachu- 
setts, the oldesst~-censtitution in the 
world, had been amended and changed 
many times, but the fundamental 
principles remained the same. _ All 
these changes were simply to meet 
conditions as they arose and to provide 
safeguards. He spoke of the recent 
constitutional convention and the 
powerful weapon placed in the hands 
of the electorate — the Initiative and 
Referendum. It made possible the 
enacting of laws by the people them- 
selves instead of by their representa- 
tives who might refuse to pass bene- 
ficial laws. It also enlled for deep 
thought by the voters so that in the 
exercise of this privilege they might 
not be carried away by snap judgment. 

Mr. Frost cautioned his audience 
against the insidious influences at 
work within ouk borders, more deadly 
than the massed hordes of the Germans. 
These influences must be throttled if the 
democracy is to triumph in this land. 

In conclusion, he cited the story of 
the two disciples who questioned Jesus 
as to what place they would occupy 
beside him and Christ replied ‘He 
that. .is. greatest:.among .you..shall..be 
your servant,” and Mr. Frost believed 
that this was the highest type of demo- 
eracy in the world, that of service.

country should be that of the famous 
Black Prince, “I. serve.”

Fund will prove to be one of the most 
reconstructive measures which every 
Congregationalist can share in. 

By making subscriptions to be paid 
in five annual installments, not that 
the payments may be made easy for 
the subscriber but in the faith thou- 
sands and thousands of-Congregational- 
ists will wish to do far more than they 
can possibly do in any given year. 

By large gifts fram those who are 
able and by making gifts in which form 
of giving the donor receives an income 
from his gift so long as he lives. By 
this form of giving he really becomes 
the executor of his own will, saving 
expense and taxes. 

At the close of -his address, Mr. 
Clapp had pledge cards distributed and 
many subscriptions were received. A 
canvass will be-made of the parish, and 
it is expected that the quota of seven- 
teen hundred dollars will ‘be secured 
with little difficulty. 

At the South church, Rev. S. Went- 
worth Anthony of St. Albans, Vt., 
presented the cause to the congrega- 
tion and the amount alloted to the 
church to be raised is eighty-six hundred 
dollars.

The spec- 
tacle of it and the palliatives offered in 
pity react on the churches to dull their 
spirit. The wretchedness of it and the 
half-hearted attempts to remedy it 
discourage many of our best and most 
clear-sighted boys from entering the 
inistry. 

The Pilgrim Memorial Fund pro- 
ides a sound, businesslike, dignified 
ethod of solving this problem that 
as so long perplexed and _ hindered 
he church — a method which at once 
conserves the self-respect. of both 
churches and ministers.

Mount Monadnock and the Old 
Stagecoach

These peaks can all be seen here in 
Andover with the naked eye—from 
Prospect Hill, and other high land where 
the trees do not intervene and from the 
sky-light of the Belmont and probably 
the Memorial Hall. Monadnock may 
be distinguished from the others by its 

appearance, its peak not being 


one-si 
cc the centre. 

At one time I had near friends living 
in its vicinity whom I visited a number 
of times. Theearlier times I was obliged 
to take part of the journey by stage- 
coach, three hours by train, three by 
coach. If one has never ridden in one 
they have missed one of the experiences 
of life! I cannot say I would like it every 
day, but it was quite a novelty for afew 
times, 


These coaches were built very strong, 
the hubs, and wheels themselves being 
immense. It would accommodate nine 
Passengers inside, besides a seat on top 
behind the driver, trunks strapped on 
behind and top heaped with produce and 
freight of all kinds. It took four horses 
(perhaps six) and it was a hard propo- 
sition for them, dragging that coach up 
and down the steep hills. I took this 
coach at Wilton, N. H., for Peterboro a 
distance of ten miles, which took three 
hours. We stopped at several places or 
houses where some got off, while others 
got on, and some of the produce was 
unloaded. 


They had a particular way of driving, 
which was obliquely up the hill, and as 
the horses neared the top, were swung 
around into line, and down the hill at 
breakneck speed, and over the level to 
the next hill. ‘There wassome bumping 
crossing the waterbars. By looking out 
the window, one could see the horses 
toiling up the hills, white with foam from 
their exertions. 


The old stagecoach has disappeared, 
except in very remote places, and auto- 
mobiles and other vehicles have taken 
its place, and so after relating a little 
amusing incident, will call it one of the 
things of the past. A near friend of 
mine was taking this same route to 
Peterboro one time in this same coach. 
He was ‘a very large man, long, wide; and 
deep, tipping the scales, as they say, at 
two hundred and fifty pounds. He oc- 
cupied the centre seat which is a mov- 
able one, a big leather strap buckled 
across for a back support. As he sat 
there enjoying himself, plenty of room, 
the coach stopped, the driver opened the 
door, and a “big, rotund” woman looking 
in with disgust at the big man, remarked 
“T don’t see how I am ever going to get 
in there.” But she did, and as she did 
the big man moved along and» at the 
same time replied, “I was thinking, if 
you got in, how in the world I was ever 
going to get out.” There was a gen- 
eral smile. 

As time went by the railroads were 
extended, the distance to the station was 
less; about six miles by another route. 
I will tell of one of my trips, for the ben- 
efit of lovers of dogs. This fine depot 
team consisted of two good horses, a fine 
three-seated wagon, a driver, and last 
but not least, a big, smooth, light-colored 
dog. He must have had some hound 
about him, for his body was long, his legs 
were long, and he attracted much atten- 
tion by his antcis. He went by leaps and 
gallops, over the walls, through the woods 
and bushes, probably after squirrels and 
rabbits, and then out again ahead of the 
am... When about halfway. we stopped 
at a house, the driver got off, a man came 
out, and of course, the dog came up to see 
what was going on, when his master 
id him over to the 
man, who took him in, and we then 
started’ on. Some one asked “What 
have you done with the dog.” ‘Sold 
him.” “What for?” ‘Well, he is a 
fine watch dog, but he will go with the 
horses, and at the depot he is always 
in a fight. I can't havehim. I have 
shut him up’ a numbét of times, and he 
‘makes such a racket that someone will 
let him out, and he'll surely be there. 
“What did you get for him?” “A load 
of wood.”.. Now wood was not tefi and 
twelve dollars a cord as it is in Andover 
now, probably not more than five dollars 
then. What a price for a good dog, and 
the idea of thinking he would stay in 
that place. Nothing more was said, 
and as we entered Peterboro, and up 
the hill to the place where I was to 
stop, there, to our astonishment, stood 
the dog on the front piazza, looking as 
though he would like to say “Here am I; 
what are you going to-do about—it.” 
Noble dog! He didn’t know it was 


other dogs looking at his horses. The 
driver said the reason he was there was 
because he generdly stopped at that 
house first;-when-he came up that hill. 
I should liked to have known what be- 
came of the dog, but never did. 
Peterboro is a snall, little town all by 
itself, surrounded by hills: or moun- 
tains, and over al, Monadnock keeps 
sentinel. The Contoocook river runs 
through, joined hee by Goose Brook, 
quite a stream, wth several factories 
on it. There is sonething fascinating 
and inspiring in th: old mountain, and 
I never wearied locking at it. I have 
Seen it in the moming when the sun 
was on the top, wih the white clouds 
below (looking muci like the fluffy neck 
pieces the ladies wear) till the sun 
carries them all awa% I have seen it in a 
terrible thunder shcwer, and at evening 
when the sun wa‘; setting behind it, 
leaving-it a beautiul purple. My am- 
bition was to go t: the top, and so one 
day in August, w took a two-seated

Massachusetts has a lot of politics, 
and many people get pretty well dis- 
gusted with the constant political ap- 
peal, but we have an election on 
November 4th that is not going to. allow 
anybody to be disgusted and to be 
uninterested without danger of serious 
results. There is a big job ahead of the 
people of Massachusetts, with a_re- 
sponsibility not only to the Common- 
wealth itself, but to the entire world for 
action. Never was the election in any 
one State so momentous as will be the 
election in November, because the issue 
is being made a clear-cut issue between 
forces that insist upon.a right of public 
officials to go back on their jobs, and 
forces that insist that public service is a 
public trust allowing for no backing out 
of the man who enters into it.

School Teachers Offered Course 


Douglas Crawford a former P. A. 
instructor in English and now a teacher 
in a well known Boston School has 
offered to the School teachers of Andover 
an opportunity to study English in a 


cousre which he suggested through the 


Superintendent of Schools. 


Mr. Crawford in his letter gave the 
following reasons for suggesting the 
course: 

1. A desire to be of some service 
to the community, especially in that 
fleld in which I am perhaps best fitted 
to be of some usé. 

2. A desire to have the teachers in 
my home schools—both for their own 
sakes and for the sake of their pupils— 
know a little more ahout the reason 
of things in English grammar. To be 
specific: I imagine that most teachers 
of grammar in grades do not know why 
the pronoun I is capitalized whereas 
the others are not; why the plural of 


fly is flies, and that of shelf, shelves;+ 


why the a in bath is short, and that 
in bathe long; and other seemingly pe- 
culiar features of the English language. ! 
These things puzzle children and cause: 
them to ask questions which sometimes 
are not answered at all, and sometimes 
incorrectly answered by the teachers. 

3. A desire to furnish the teachers in 
the public schools of my home town, 
who for the most part do not have in 
their work and in, their lives, much 
that is intellectually stimulating, an 
opportunity to do some mental work 
which would not only improve the qual- 
ity of their teaching, but also give them 
the freshness, the rejuvenation of mind 
which study is bound to give. 

If the committee thinks there would 
be a desire on the part. of the teachers 
for such-a-course,..and that. the plan 
could be practicably carried out, I 
strould--be- -glad-o--efferto -giveto.the. 
teachers in the Andover public schools 
(and to any others who might care to 
come into the class) a year’s course in 
Historical English Grammar, I suggest. 
that the class meet once a week, begin- 
ning about the middle of October and 
continuing (except for regular school 
vacations) until early in May, in some 
class room in the, Punchard school 
building. 

I suggest. also—as an incentive to 
those takin#the course—and also as an 
opportunity for the school committee to 
show a material appreciation of the 
efforts of the teachers to stimulate their 
minds—that at the end of the course an 
examination be given which should be 
marked by some~capable person in 
Harvard, Chicago, Columbia, or some 
other institution offering courses in 
Historical English Grammar, and that 
the school committee of Andover offer, 
as prizes, an iricrease of say $100 per 
year in the salary of that teacher receiv- 
ing highest commendation, ‘and of say 
$50 per pear in that of the teacher re- 
ceiving next highest commendation. 

As I offer my services without any 
renumeration, the only expense to the 
school committee would be (apart from 
the prizes) that of the light, heat, etc., 
of the class room, and about $10 or $15 
for reference books; though these, I 
imagine, the Memorial “Hall library 
would be willing to purchase. 

If you consider this plan favorably, I 
hope .it may be only the beginning of a 
movement for more general intellectual 
activity and stimulus in this town that 
has always been such an intellectual 
center. There are others in Andover 
who could offer other courses in other 


years, and so make it possible at all 


times for those anxious to keep growing 
intellectually, to enter classes where in- 
formation may be secured through 
study rather than merely through listen- 
ing to speakers or lecturers, 

Mr. Sanborn, supefintendent of 
schools, said that a large percentage of 
the teachers had already signified their 
intention of taking the Course and had 
done so voluntarily and in view of this 
fact the board decided not to offer any 


inducement in the matter of bonuses as 


suggested ih Mr. Cravlotd’s letter.

health or strength in his work. He was 
not a very robust man. The wound 
from which he suffered partially crippled 
him for a large part of his life after the 
Civil War, but he was as diligent in 
study to improve knowledge as any man 
I have known, ‘and he was on the whole 
one of the kindest men there ever was, a 
man who manifested a Christian love of 
humanity, and broad and expanding ‘as 
to estimating manhood. Whatever is 
blessed in life found its true value in 
Professor Ryder. He was genial not 
only with his friends, but withthe man 
with whom he was drawn in occasional 
contact, as I have seen him sit in the 
street car and with rare’ tact drawing 
into conversation a laboring man, or any 
man with whom he had little oppor- 
tunity of intercourse. 

“There was a quiet humor about him 
and he often said something cheery that 
delighted you and would linger in your 
memory. Those of you who had heard 
him speak always felt that there was a 
sort of originality and acuteness about 
the man. He was a man .to be loved as

To the Editor of the Andover Townsman 


Sir: I havea circular letter from the 
officers of the Civie League, asking me 
to express my objections, if I have any, 
against Sunday movies in Andover. 

I do not know who the officers of the 
Civic League are, but it is probable that 
they are among my very good friends. 
Perhaps they will not consider it a dis- 
courtesy if I reply through the Towns- 
man’s columns, and anonymously. No 
discourtesy is intended. If I had a 
typewriter and knew how to work it, I 
would write them directly, sign my 
name, and then give the Townsman an 
anonymous copy (for what any anony- 
mous thing may be worth.) 


I appreciate the fact that the officers 
of the Civic League have only the best 
interésts of the community at heart in 
asking objectors to register their opin- 
ions, and that they are compelled by a 
strong desire for a Sunday that shall be 
healthful for their fellow citizens. Sun- 
day movies offer no attractions to the 
officers of the Civic League. It happens 
that Sunday movies are unlikely to 
tempt me. Personally, I would rather 
stay out in the fresh air. 


But I do not see why I should stand 
in the way of others if they want to go. 
It seems to me it is a matter wholly 
between the proprietor of the movie 
house and 

(a) Adults, as adults, who want to 
attend Sunday movies. 

(b) Adults, as parents who want 
Sunday movies for their children, 
and that the persons included under 
(a) and (b) are the only ones who should 
be signing anything. Those persons 
have the right to ask for something that 
is entirely lawful. _Why should not the 
rest of us leave things alone and refuse 
to sign for or against, unless we can 
present an argument that the presence 
(or absence) of movies is a real public 
nuisance in the legal sense. We have 
the right to stay away ourselves, and to 
make our children stay away. (And if 
we cannot make our children obey us, 
our opinion on a public question is not 
worth having.) 

The circular refers to “‘this commer- 
cializing of Sunday.’ Perhaps this 
expression unintentionally confuses. the 
issue. Suppose Sunday movies were 
free. Then Sunday would not be com- 
mercialized, I take it... But would not 
the Civic League still object strenuously 
against Sunday movies? 

And isn’t the real truth of the matter 
about as follows: The people who object 
feel they know what is best for those 
others who want to go. 

It is eiitirély beside the point, but I 
cannot refrain from adding that most 
of the movie plays I have seen are filled 
to bursting with “‘un-morals” and 
therefore, probably very. productive of
